IMPETUS FOR UNITY OF ACTION. 


Committees of Labor Bodies to Co- operate 


in Providing Work=Dally Meetings. 
The work of uniting the various labor bodies 
in a movement to provide work for the unem- 
ployed, inaugurated by the Knights of Labor, 


was given a great impetus yesterday. The 


Carpenters’ Council named a committee of 
seven to codperate with the Knights. The 
committee includes Messrs. Doyle, Brooks, 
Lacher, Haugen. Brenock, Bates, and Mc- 
Cune. Secretary Woodall said: 

The Council gladly takes part in this move- 
ment. These people must have work in some 
way. They cannot or will not starre. 

The Building Trades Council met last night. 
The proposition was submitted to them to ap- 
point a committee to act in conjunction with 
similar committees from other bodies on this 
line. The Counci: at once named a commit- 
tee for that purpose. Business Agent Russell 
of the Council said: 

We are, of course, as deeply interested in this 
‘movement to furnish work for our unemployed 
as are the members of any other central body. 
They shall have work if we can get it for them. 

A series of daily public meetiuigs was begun 
yesterday at the hallof the Building Trades 
Council, No. 119 Randolph street, under the 
management of the Knights of Labor, to con- 
sider the best plan to relieve the immediate 
necessities of the unemployed. P. F. Doyle 
‘presided. Speeches were made, by A. W. 
Simpson, William Mueller, C. G. Dixon, 
Michael Haley, and others. A permanent or- 
ganization was effected, with R. A. Brennan 
as President. The following resolutions were 
adopted: 

Wuereas, Organized labor, though suffering 
greatly from the present deplorable condition of 
commercial distress, will use every effort to pre- 
serve the peace through the —

and Safety. 
DAY WORK ON THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Trustee Altpeter Considering a Project 
That Will Help the Unemployed. 

Trustee Altpeter, who is recognized among 
the members of the Drainage Board as a 
champion of labor, is inclined to differ from 
other members in regard to the feasibility of 
giving employment on the sanitary district 
channel to the great army of the unemployed 
now said to be in Chicago. Mr, Altpeter is 
investigating a plan by which he thinks the 
board can give positive relief to the present 
glutted condition of the labor market and at 
the same time push forward to an apprecia- 
ble degree the work on the drainage canal 
at no greater cost than is now bemg paid for 
contrast work. The plan, as outlined by Mr. 
Altpeter yesterday, is for the board to put 
men at work at day labor on some portion of 
the canal not now under contract near Chi- 
cago, the right of way for which has been ob- 
tained and upon which work can begin at 
once. In regard to the plan Mr. Altpeter 
said yesterday: 

I do not see why it is not entirely feasible for 
the board to give a large number of men employ- 
ment at day labor on the canal provided the cost 
per cubic yard does not exceed the prices we are 
now our contractors. It would not re- 
quire a large outlay of money. Picks, shovels, 
and wheelbarrows would be equipment enough, 
and with a few extra superintendents, time- 
keepers, etc., a large numberof men could be 
employed and the work of the district materially 
advanced. The board is a public body and 
ought to do something to relieve the distress 
among the unemployed. With so large a body of 
the latter class in the city there is bound to be 
trouble this winter. 

Mr. Altpeter intimated that if he found ex- 
cavation by day labor could be done at prices 
now being paid by the board he might bring 
the matter formally before the trustees. 


T.ABOR’S CASH RETURNS TO THE BANKS 


Cigarmakers’ Union, No, 14, the First to 
Make the Transfer. 

The cigarmakers of Union No. 14 took the 
initiative yesterday of all Chicago’s organ- 
ized labor bodies in drawing cash from de- 
posit vaults and depositing it in the banks. 
They did so on the high plane of assisting to 
restore public confidence, President A. E. 
Adeloff and Secretary Charles Dold said: 
% We drew $34,000 today from the vault and 
deposited it in the Bank of Commerce, IIli- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank, Union Trust 
Bank, Hibernian Bank, and the Prairie State 
Bank. We still have $20,000 retained in 
the banks from before the financial flurry. 


AWARDS IN PAINTING. 


MEDALS TO BE GIVEN FOR 485 PAIR 
EXHIBIT WORKS. 


These Are for Excellence in Ol, Water 
Color, Pastel, and Black and White 
Criticism Offered That There Is No Ren- 


ognition of Comparative Merit and No 
Encouraging Honorable Mention=Said 
That Three of the Awards Go to One of 
the Judges=The Lucky Artists. 

The list of awardsin the section of paint- 
ing in the Fine Arts Department was an- 
nounced by John Boyd Thacher yesterday. 
There are 485 medals to be given for excel- 
lence in painting in oil, water-color pastels, 
and black and white work. The list is full of 
surprises, as usual when the decision of a 
jury is concerned. Many will search the list 
in vain for the names of artists whose work 
they have admired, and doubtless will find 
cause for wonderm ent that some other names 
are included in it. 

There can be no doubt that the subcommit- 
tee of the jury which was charged with the 
duty of inspecting and voting upon the work 
in this department has done its work con- 
scientiously and thoroughly to the best of its 
ability. It is not to be expected that the judg- 
ment of an international jury should repre- 
sent the soundest ideas or the last word of art 
criticism, as many countries are representéd 
whose art reflects little but superannuated 
tradition or immature begimnings, but 
in this case there must have 
been a majority of men of sound 
conservative judgment which has preserved a 
balance between tradition and innovation. 

It is most unfortunate that Congress has 
not provided for medals that should desig- 
nate comparative merit, for the bronze med- 
als given by the Exposition are rendered of 
little value, first because of the large number 
awarded and second because they confer no 
greater honor upon the artist who has pro- 
duced a masterpiece than is conferred upon 
the one who has barely escaped blackballing. 
The fact that no *‘ honorable mention has 
been provided for is another unfortunate ar- 
rangement, for it would have afforded encour- 
agement to many aspiring artists whose work 
is not of sufficient merit to be worthy of a 
medal, and an honorable mention might have 
been fully sufficient recompense for many of 
the artists who are now medaled. 

It is considered generally that jurors are 
hors concours, or out of competition. This 
list shows that at least one juror has been 
made the recipient of three‘awards. ;

MAY GET THE FORESTRY EXUAIBIT. 


Acting Chief Buchanan Thiaks He Has 
Something for Chicago’s Muséum. 

Acting Chief Buchanan of the Department 
of Forestry is the first one, with the aid of 
Director-General Davis, to propose a mag- 
nificent collection for the projected permanent 
museum for Chicago. He thinks he can 
secure out of the forestry exhibit a display 


that could not be otherwise obtained for 


$100,000. To obtain these specimens of 
woods of both North and South America 
Chief Buchanan thinks will require little 
more than tact and courtesy. 

I haven't done much yet,“ said Mr. Buch- 
anan yesterday, but I am confident we have 
in the forestry exhibit a nucleus for the finest 
display of American woods in the world. Just 
now it excels anything ever brought together. 
Some years ago Mr. Jessop gave a collection 
of North American woods to the American 
Museum of Natural History at Central Park, 
New York. The collection was valued at 
$100,000. Now it happens that in cutting 
the specimens to suit Mr. Jessop blocks 
were removed from each one, These have 
been preserved and have been sent by him to 
our Forestry Exhibit Building. This collec- 
tion numbers 428 specimens. It has at- 
tracted already the attention ofa number of 
educational institutions which are seeking to 
getit. But outside of that collection we have 
in the Forestry Building a practically com- 
plete showing of the woods of North 
America. Besides that we have woods 
from half a dozen South American States 
and specimens from a few European countries. 
There are over 400 specimens from Para- 
guay. Brazil has contributed 1,100 and the 
Argentine Republic has more than 400,”’ 

In addition to this the medical properties 
of plants are set forth in exhibits in the For- 
estry Building. This is regarded as extremely 
valuable for a museum collection. 

Executive Commissioner Rochester of 
Washington State has promised to donate the 
Washington State World’s Fair Building, if 
desired, for a museum, But as the general 
idea seems to contemplate the use of the Art 
Palace this offer may not be accepted, 
Mayor Harrison, Gen. Fitz-Simons, George

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DEATH'S FELL TOUCH. 


GEORGE A. BEANE, THE AOTOR, 8UD- 
DENLY SUMMONED. 


Noted Impersonator of Cy Prime Expires 
in His Dressing Room at MeVicker’s 
Theater- Tragedy Follows Grimly Upon 
the Heels of the Homely Domestic 
Drama=—Members of His Company Wit- 
ness the Passing of Their Old Friend 
to the Land of Shadows. 


People who saw the Old Homestead” last 
night at McVicker’s missed Cy Prime and 
his quarrel with his old-time friend, Seth 
Perkins, over a game of check- 
ers. The quaint New England “ boy” of 
three-quarters of a century had gone 
after his last arinful of wood. He had had 
his last tussle in the snowbank with Seth 
and the two boys” had been separated and 
reconciled for the last time. When the 
final curtain was rung down on the 
old-fashioned play and its pathetic 
touches of home life George A. 
Beane, who played Cy Prime, had just died 
in his dressing-room. He took his part in the 
first act, but in the last, where his best work 
was done, he did not appear. 

As in the acting “Cy” end Seth are 
chums, so it was in the death scene, which 
was tragedy instead of comedy. Seth” 
was with “‘Cy” when the latter was stricken 
with death. He placed him in the chair, from 
which he never arose, and the little act which 
had been nightly laughed at by the people in 
the theaters turned intoascene which was 
realistic and emotional when “Cy” raised 
his eyes to Seth' and told him he was dy 
ing. Apoplexy had once before threatened 
Mr. Beane, and when he cried out to Walter 
Lennox, who on the stage is Seth Perkins,“ 
that actor guessed the end had come. 


Receives the Fatal Shock. 


At the time of the attack Mr. Beane was 
in his dressing-room talking with Mr. 
Lennox. In the midst of a 
sentence he suddenly stopped. Mr. Lennox 
looked up to see what was thetrouble and as 
he did so Mr. Beane seized his head in his 
hands and exclaimed O. my God!“ Mr. 
Lennox at once surmised that it was a re- 
turn of the old trouble, apoplexy, from which 
Mr. Beane nearly died in Cincinnati last 
March. He sprang to his comrade’s assist- 
ance atid caught him, as he fell heavily, 
in his arms. He carried the inani- 
mate form to a sofa and rushed 
to send some one for a 
physician. A stage hand ran for the physician 
and Mr. Lennox, with the other members of 
the company who were not on the 
stage, returned to the dressing-room. 
The suffering man was lifted into 
a more comfortable position and 
in a few moments the physician arrived. He 
did everything in his power, but told the 
friends that his efforts would be useless. An- 
other doctor who had been sum- 
moned arrived a few moments be- 
fore Mr. Beane died. From the 
moment of attack until death ensued was not 
more than fifteen minutes. He never spoke 
or regained consciousness after the attack. 

Tributes of an“Jld Friend. 


In speaking of Mr. Beane last night Den- 
man Thompson’ said: Tes, poor George 
died a few hours ago in his dressing- 
room. It was an attack of apoplexy, 
| Ithimk. He had an attack last spring when 
e Were in Cincinnati, but he had evi- 
dently ° ‘fully 
him appear so well and strong in a 
long time as during the last month. Only last 
week I was speaking to him about it and he 
said: ‘I never felt so lively in my life. I 
wish I was going with the old company next 
season.’ He was iatending to take next sea- 
son off and get a good rest. 

„Poor old Uncle George,” said Mr. 
Thompson in a reminiscent tone, and his 
voice trembled as he spoke, he had been 
with me for fourteen years. It will seem odd 
to have him gone. He andI have been playing 
Uncle Josh and Old Cy together so long 
it will be hard to havea new face in his 
place. He came from old New Hampshire 
stock and had caught the tone and spirit of 
New England true to life. I don’t know 
much of his early history, but he began 
his stage cureer in Boston. He was a quiet. 
saving man, and leaves considerable property, 
much of which is valuable real estate in New 
York. He wasa great favorite with the pub- 
lic, who seemed never to tire of his quaint 
manners and droll speeches. His death will 
be a loss to the theater-going public as well as 
to his many friends.“ 

Mr. Beane’s Career Sketched. 

George A. Beane Sr. was born at Meredith 
Bridge, N. H., sixty-five years ago. He made 
his first appearance as an amateur in 
the old National Theater, Boston, and 
after a long careerin the Bowery theaters 
in numerous stock companies he went with 
George L. Fox in pantomime until 1879, 
when he joined Denman Thompson and was 
cast for Cy Prime in Josh Whitcomb.” The 
play was produced for the first time in this 
city in the old Adelphi Theater. 

Last night when he fell he was relating a 
funny story to Walter Lennox in his dressing- 
room. Mr. Beane did not have to appear in 
the second and third acts. During the prog- 
ress of the third act and while 
awaiting his cue in the fourth he 
wus relating incidents of the remarkable 
displays of memory he had observed. 
A simple humorous story was on his lips 
when they were forever stilled. He died 
as he lived, making people laugh and better 
for having laughed at such comedy as he 
gave them. 

George A. Beane was married twice. By 
his first wife he had a son, George A. Beane 
Jr., and a daughter, who survive him. To his 
second wife, who survives him, he was mar- 
ried in Louisville eight years ago. She has 
always traveled with him and has been here 
during his present ęngagement. They were 
stopping at the Continental Hotel, but last 
evening she was visiting with friends on 
the North Side. She was sent for 
and arrived at the theater to see her husband 
breathe his last, but he was unconscious and 
did not recognize her. Neither of his wives 
was an actress. 

Itis not known where he will be buried. 
Mrs. Beane’s relatives live in Louisville, 
and he may be buried there. His home was 
in Williamsbridge, N. T. He had a splendid 
home there as he had prospered and died a 


wealthy man.

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PANICS IN THREE WORLD’S FAIR HOTELS 


Early Morning Fire, Which Injures One 
Man, Causes Guests to Decamp. 

Fire in the one-story brick building imme- 
diately north of the Bay State Hotel on Stony 
Island aveuue, between Sixty-third and 
Sixty-fourth. streets, at 2:30 o’clock 
this morning caused a serious panic 
among the occupants of the World’s Fair 
hostlery. About twenty-five of them rushed 
out in their night clothes, The building 
where the fire started was d Atroyed It was 
occupied by a candy and peanut establish- 

ent. The guests of the Hotel Detroit, No. 

O08 Sixty-third street, shared in the panic. 
Smoke bléw into the windows of the hotel 
and caused fifty people to rush out. Twenty 
women in the Hotel Tyrone, No. 209 Sixty- 
third street, trooped into the street in their 
nightclothes. A man named Buck McCann, 
who was sleeping in the rear of No. 6338 
Stony Island avenue, wus found unconscious 
by Officer Cameron of the Woodlawn Station, 
who carried him out. Mr. McCann was badly 
burned about the hands and face. The fire 
promised to bea bad one and Chief Murphy 
was a little anxious as to whether it would 
jump the fence and attack the World’s Fair, 
the Transportation Building being only one 
hundred feet distant. The flames leaped 
twenty feet above the roof of the burning 
building and rapidly cooling sparks fell inside 
the Exposition fence. The loss is $3,000.

THREATENED SPLIT IN THE TOA 
STATE CENTRAL OOMMITTEE. 


Formation of a Ring of Committeemen 
to Control Federal Patronage in the 
State Moves the Outsiders to Revolt 
Strong Resolutions Against the Com- 
bination Drawn Up—Congressman Hayes 
Is One Weapon the Opposition Wants 
to Use to Down the Ring. 

Des Mots, Ia., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—A 
merry war is brewing among the Iowa Demo- 
cratic leaders. It will result in turning down 
some of the present State Central committee- 
men unless they do some lively work between 
now and convention day and are successful 
in suppressing the discordant elements. Not 
long after Cleveland was inaugurated a cer- 
tain combination in the State Central com- 
mittee began to be looked upon as a ring to 
deal out the Federal offices in Iowa. Then 
it developed that several choice places 
were wanted by members of the 
ring themselves. Chairman Fullen wanted 
the United States District-Attorneyship for 
the Southern Iowa District. Ed H. Hunter, 
whose manipulations have been seen in Iowa 
Democratic politics in every campaign for 
years, wanted the Des Moines Postoffice, by 
far the best-paymg postoffice in the State. 
John F. Duncombe wanted the postoffice at 
Fort Dodge.for hisson. Mr. Duncombe is 
not a member of the committee, but is said 
to have obtained a quasi-membership on a 
proxy. Some time ago Frank Q. Stuart, 
editor of the Chariton Democrat began a 
crurade against Fullen, Hunter, and Dun- 
combe, He has been charging them with all 
sorts of political misdeeds and especially 
with furthering their own interests and the 
interests of certain corporations at the ex- 
pense of the Democratic party. 
has attained such a pitch that the following 
set of resolutions has been circulated privately 
among the Democrats throughout the south- 
ern part of the State in the interest of a re- 
organization of the State Central committee 
in opposition to Fullen, Hunter, and others, 
and deposition of Fullen. 

Anti-Ring Resolutions, 

Wrereas, The candidacy of members of the 
State committee for Federal appointments is 
causing a great deal of dissatisfaction among the 
Democrats of the State, for the reason that such 
candidacy must of necessity materially weaken 
the efficiency of such committeemen for success- 


ful work in the approac campaign; and 

Wuerzas, This belief is fully shared and freely 
expressed by several of the committeemen them- 
selves, who franklystate that. in the interest of 

arty harmony, united action, and the most ef- 
ective 1 work, they are perfectly w 
to retire from the committee. 

Resolved, That it is our candid belief that the 
best interests of the party demand that all State 
committeemen who are seeking Federal appoint- 
ments should resign from the committee and al- 
low their places to be filled by men who can give 
their best endeavors to the work of the campa 
and whose usefulness to the party will not 
impaired by personal aspirations or Federal ap- 
pointments. 

The fight the officeseekers on the 
committee has been transferred to Washing- 
ton, A direct appeal was made to the President. 
The opponents of Fullen and Hunter say they 
have assurance of the President he 
will not make the appointments until the trou- 
ble here is settled, and he is quoted as saying 
if the differences are not settled the Repub- 
licans will be allowed to remain in these posi- 
tions. In the meantime there is a move here 
in Des Moines for the appointment of John 
Howard to the postoffice instead of Hunter. 
Mr. Howard has a valise full of letters 
from business-men indorsing his candidacy 
and he has the support of the element 
throughout this part of the State which is op- 
posed to Hunter. , 

The move to depose Chairman Fuller ap- 
pears to have been carefully planned. The

PROSECUTION OF SMOKEMAKER FAILS. 


One Juror Deems $50 Fine and Costs of 
Trial Excesséve Punishment. 

The charges against William Harmon, Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Chicago Towing 
company, for violating the smoke ordinances 
were heard before Justice Brayton yesterday. 
The suit was brought by the Society for che 
Prevention of Smoke against Mr. Harmon 
individually as owner of the tug Tom Brown. 
J. T. Kretzinger, attorney for the Citizens’ 
Protective Association, in whose name the 
defense was conducted, demanded a jury 
trial. Evidence that the tug smoked 
was given by several persons, and 
©, O. Bomng, one of the depart. 
ment superintendents from 
Farwell wholesale dry goods house, was called 
to show the damage done in that establish- 
ment by smoke from tugs. For the defense 
William Harmon, the defendant; Capt. J. S. 
Dunham of the Dunham Towing and Wreck- 
ing company, and J. L. Higgie. President of 
the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company, testi- 
fied that the use of other than soft coal was 
impracticable on the tugs afid that under cir- 
cumstances which were 1 dense 
volumes of smoke were bound to be emitted 
occasionally. The defendant declared every 
effort — 1 was being made to keep as close 
as practicable to the letter of thelaw. On cross- 
examination Inspector Boyd of the Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke was asked if he had 
not promised one of the owners of the alleged 
offending tugboats that if he would use 
a certain smoke-burning device no prose- 
cution would follow. The question was 
objected to and the objection sus 
Atter an hour’s deliberation the jury dis- 
agreed, standing eleven for conviction to bne 
for acquittal, one juror said he was will- 
ing to return a verdict for one cent damages, 
which would throw the costs of the trial upon 
Mr. Harmon, but he would not hear to the 
assessment of a fine of $50. and the costs. 
The defendant was discharged.

DISPUTE OVER WAGES. CAUSES RIOTS. 


As a Result Italians Will Not Be Employed 
at a French Salt Works. 

Paris, Aug. 18.—The riots yesterday at 
Aigues-Mortes, in the Department of Gard, in 
which ten men were killed and twenty-six 
severely wounded, had its origin in a dispute 
between workingmen regerding wages. 
Considerable salt is produced in Aigues- 
Mortes and the works employ many men, 
some of whom were Italians, These Italians 
were working for considerably lower 
than those demanded by and paid to the 

renchmen employed at the wor The lat- 
ter feared it would be only a question of time 
when — would be replaced by Italians, and 
much bad feeling was engendered between 
the two nationalities. 

Yesterday some of the men, Frenchmen 
and Italians, became involved in a fight over 
the wages question, and in a short time a 
general riot was precipitated by the 
action of the other salt workers, who hastened 
to the assistance of their respective 
countrymen. There is no apprehension of 
further trouble, the Mayor of the town having 
announced heneeforth no Italians will be 
employed in the salt works,

There Is the Usual Regatta Accident, in 
Which No One fs Hurt, and a Row Over 
the Swimming Race to Keep Up the 
Interest Grows to Sach Proportions 
That Pretty Young Women Call Com- 
modore Cregier an Old SalteProgram 


for the Last Day. 


Lake Gaweva, Wis., Aug. 18.—(Special.]— 


It was a perfect day and the event as a whole 
was a success. There was an accident anda 
row, but they were the leaven of the whole. 
No records were pulled down, but there was 
some good work and plenty of fun. The - 
sident occurred in the race of the senior pair 
international. The Dubuques, represented by 
Case and Ternes, who were winners of the 
junior, came in winners. Their competitors 
were the Iroquois and Catlins of Chicago. 
The Catlins got away first, with the 
Dubuques second. The three crews 
pulled fair and square and kept it up 
until the turn was reached, They were a 
racehorse team, bunched at that point and all 
turned together.

John R. Wilson’s yacht Delite, steamed to the 
rescue and took up the oarsmen and their 
boat and brought them in. The Iroquois quit 
one hundred yards from the finish, and the 
Dubuque men were winners again for the 
second time in this regatta. No protest was 
entered. 
Row Over the Swimming Race. 

The row occurred over the swimming race. 
The distance, according to the program, was 
100 yards. F. R. Pratt had gone with his 
rope to measure the distance. The starters 
had gone out in Hateley’s yacht, the Thelma, 
and the boat stopped 200 yards from the 
finish. Pratt, it is claimed, called to Com- 
modore Cregier to wait until he measured off 
the distance, but the Commodore ordered the 
men to jump, and the eight leaped from the 
starboard of the Thelma like so many frogs, 
while a shout went up from a nuin- 
ber of spectators.

REMARKABLE LEAPS OF HORSES, 


Extraordinary Jumps Made in English 
Steeplechases Years Ago. 

One of the most remarkable jumps by a 
horse on record is that made by Chandler, a 
steeplechaser, while running in the Lenming- 
ton Cup at Warwick, England, in 1847. The 
distance covered in one leap has been various- 
ly measured, For a number of years it was 
thought to have been thirty-nine feet, but the 
editor of the sporting paper in which the rec- 
ord] was first published afterwards explained 
that this was a ofp te error and that the 
distance was in reality thirty-seven feet. This 
in itself is big enough, so big, in fact, that 
there are many horsemen in England today 
who will swear that it is exaggerated. The 
portion of the race in which the jump oc- 
curred is reported as follows in a description 
of the race in Bell's Life of the issue of March 
28, 1847: 

This left the lead with King of the Valley, 
but he refused at the top of the hill, and soon 
after Regalia caught up with him. They 
raced together to the brook, with Chandler 
following them. Chandler's rider pulled back 
as they 8 it, expecting that Regalia 
would bring grief to somebody, and when they 
arrived at ſt sent the epure into the horse, and 
followed them with all steam on. Both went 
into the brook, and while they were there 
Chandler, who was not able to stop, whatever 
inclination he may have had to do so. made 
an extraordinary jump and cleared the brook, 
horses and riders together. 

The account goes on tosay that Chandler 
won the race with ease. The length of the 
leap was immediately measured, but there 
was some doubt as to where the animal had 
landed, as the ground was soft anda number 
of hoof-prints been made, 

Capt. Broadley, the rider, who seems to 
have been a modest person, said that the dis- 
tance was thirty-seven feet. This beat the 
record, as far as known, the best previous 
performance having been thet of Lottery, 
who cleared between thirty-three and thirty- 
four feet. One of the witnessess of the 
jump was William Archer, father of the 
famous Fred and Charles Archer, and he was 
willing to swear ever afterward that the dis- 
tance was thirty-nine feet. The Hon, F. 
Sawley, a well-known rting writer in En- 
gland, was also on hand, and he has declared 
ina recent article that the tape measured 
but thirty-four feet, This is the minimum es- 
timate. Summing up, it may be said that, 
while there is some doubt as to the exact 
number of feet cleared, Chandler's perform- 
ance was an unusual and importantone. The 
same may be said of a horse called Proceed, 
who is said to have cleared thirty-seven feet 
while running in a steeplechase about the 
time of the above event. A horse called Cul- 
verton is reported to have jum thirty-nine 
feet on one occasion, and Lather, a hunter 
owned by one Lord Ingestrie, is said to have 
jumped thirty-seven feet five inches over a

OOMMODORE KITTSON ESTATE AGAIN 
IN THE COURTS 


Heirs File a Petition in Which Serious 


Weary of Life and Commit Suicide. 


St. Pavu, Minn., Aug. 18.— Special. ]— 
The estate of the late 83 — 
the multi-millionaire of this city, became in- 
volved in further litigation today. Hercules 
L. Kittson, Louis E. I. Baker, May RE. Weav- 
er, and Mrs. Louis C. Kittson, four of the 
heirs, filed a petition in the Probate 
Court asking that the St. Paul Trust com- 
pany be cited to appear and answer 
to the request set forth. The property in- 
ventoried $2,718,000, and yet it is so tied up 
by a suit in the United States Court that the 
Trust company refuses to give the heirs more 
than board and cigarette money. 

The heirs claim to be in possession of facts 
indisputably showing that the trust company 
has willfully violated the trust imposed in 
them by the dead millionaire, and exposing 
the system of loaning out the estate’s cash on 
real estate mortgages running to the com- 
pany, which thereby realizes enormous inter- 
est profits which it fails to account for satis- 
factorily, The suit is brought for the purpose 
of obtaining an order from the Probate Court 
compelling the St. Paul Trust company, as 
executor of the Kittson estate, to make an in- 
vestment of a portion of the es- 
tates funds by purchasing a mortgage 
whose face value is $61,200, given 
by the petitioners to the St. Paul Title, In- 
surance, and Trust company to secure the 

yment of claims lying against the estate of 

ary A. Kittson, to which the petitioners were 
also heirs. 

The Trust company has filed a technical an- 
swer denying the existence, in their opinion 
and belief, of any real estate left by Mary A. 
Kittson, who was the wife of Norman W. Kitt- 
son and died in 1888.

If the Invention Fails in One Way It Will 
Act in Another. 

Boston Journal: An English mechanical 

genius has devised a method of indicating and 
stopping a leak by the use of compressed air. 
He divides u ship into air-tight compartments, 
fitted with doors provided ‘with packing 
material and connected by tubes with a room 
on deck called the ‘“ switch-room.” 
In this room is a junction chest 
supplied with compressed air from 
fixed or portable eg ge and 80 ar- 
ranged that the air can be delivered to any of | 
the compertments. Other tubes lead from 
the compartments, from which the water can 
be forced out when required, and electric in- 
dicators are also connected with the switch 
room to indicate the accumulation of water 
inany of the compartments. Should the 
vessel spring a leak the indicator will show 
which compartment is affected, so that the 
com pressed air may be forced in to drive the 
water out.

LYNCH A NEGRO FOR KILLING A BOY.

Fifteen Hundred Kentuckians Give Charles 
Walton Short Shrift and ua Strong Rope. 

Evansvrizz, Ind., Aug. 18.—This morning 
shortly after 2 0 lock Charles Watson, the 
negro who cut the throat of little Sam Keith, 
10 years old, was lynched by a mob of about 
1,500 citizens of Morganfield and Union- 
town, Ky. The hanging occurred in Taylor’s 
woods, about a mile from Morganfield.

MYSTERIOUS DEATHS AT LITTLE ROCK. 


Users of an Old Well Believe They Have 
Been Poisoned. 

Lrrriu Roc, Ark., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Three children dead, another seriously ill, the 
mother dying, and the father lying helpless in 
asmall cottage in the residence portion of 
this city was the report received by the city 
authorities this morning. J. T. Casey, a car- 
penter, came here recently from Dardanelle. 
Hie family - consisted of a_ wife 
and four small children. One week 
ago today one of the children 
was taken suddenly ill and died in five hours. 
She suffered from cramps in her stomach and 
a high fever. The attending physician thought 
her sudden death was due to a malarial at- 
tack. After the child had been buried the 
mother was compelled to take to her bed. A 
day or two later the father followed. 
They suffered great agony, like that 
of a person who had been poisoned. 
The doctor and neighbors were mystified. 
This morning the three remaining children 
were stricken down by the mysterious disease. 
At 2 o’clock this afternoon one of them died 
and another followed at 3:30 o’clock. The 
third child is dangerously ill and all hopes for 
its recovery are abandoned. Neighbors, who 
were now frightened, determined that a rigid 
investigation should be made to ascertain the 
cause of the strange deaths. When several of 
their own number were taken ill they believed 
beyond a doubt that the trouble was caused 
by drinking water from an old well. The

POLICE FOR THE DRAINAGE CANAL, 


They Will Start In Monday to Maintain 
Peace in This District. 


The police force of the Draiaage Canal dis- 
trict, thirty-five men, will besworn in Monday 
at the offices of the board in the Rialto Build. 
ing, where they will be given their uniforms 
and clubs and will be taken over the line of 
the canal to their posts of duty. Five police 
stations have been built or are nearing com- 
pletion. They are situated at Lemont, Romeo, 
Sag, Willow Springs, and Summit, the 
headquarters of the force being at 
Sag. Six. men and a Sergeant will 
be detailed at each station, and it will be the 
duty of each company to keep the peace over 
an average of five miles of territory. At Sag 
is stationed the one patrol wagon which the 
police force as yet boasts. wagon is also 
designed as a means of conveyance for the 
use of the engineers and trustees of the dis- 
trict in tours of inspection over the canal.

COLONIZATION IN AFRIOA DOES NOT 
STRIKE A POPULAR OHORD. 


Prof. Henderson Proposes to the Congress 
a Detailed Plan, but the Opponents of 
the Project Prove to Be in Overwhelm- 
ing Majority~George Cunningham of 
London to Be Presented with a Medal 
Today at the Dental Congress—Evening 
Session of the African Congress,

of perception to discern in what direction the 
vroponderance of sentiment among colored 
people lies on the subject ot African coloniza- 
tion. Arguments pro and con were offered at a 
special meeting of the congress on Africa yes- 
terday afternoon, at which dusky faces pre- 
dominated. Prof. Henderson of Streight 
University, Louisiana, espoused the cause of 
colonization. His arguments were many and 
weighty, but they won few supporters. He 
concluded by proposing a plan for coloniza- 
tion thus: 

Let me suggest the outline of a plan for the ac- 
complishment of our scheme. there be 
formed a joint stock company like that under 
which Massachusetts and Virginia were settled. 
Let the colonists take as much stock as they are 
able. Let dis ished philanthropists without 
regard to race be invited to assist. It cannot be 
doubted that there are Christian men who would 
be willing to cooperate in such a work. A com- 
mission of competent experts should be sent to 
Africa toselecta sight for the colony and to 
negotiate with the government there for its 
2 and also toerest temporary homes 

or the colonists prior to their coming. The 
youth of our race would quickly res to such 
an appeal and would be found equal to the occa- 
sion, and * it would ped 1 ane 
approval OF &a good men 0 
Almighty God. 

Then F. L. Barnett, a colored lawyer, got 
up to read a paper on the other side of the 
question, pre by T. T. Fortune, editor 
ofthe New York Age. Every one of Mr.

Among 
other things Mr. Fortune wrote:

PAYS THE PENALTY ON THE GALLOWS. 
William Jamison, Who Killed Charles 
Aaron, Executed at Quincy, III. 

Quinoy, III., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—William 
J. Jamison, colored, was hanged in the jail 
here at 11 a. m. today for the murder of 
Charles Aaron, April 19, 1892. He showed 
great nerve and went to his death without a 
tremor. He quit talking about forty minutes 
before he was hanged. Jamison slept well 
last night and got up shortly before 6 o’clock 
this He was in good spirits ap- 
parently and chatted pleasantly. About 9 
o'clock he was taken into the jail- 
er's room, where were a number of 
deputies and others. He greeted them with: 
Hello, boys. I'm glad to see yo. this morn- 
ing. How are you all feeling?” 

For a little more than an hour he remained 
in the jailer’s room, talking almost con- 
stantly as he puffed away at his cigar. Dur- 
ing his conversation he would frequently 
break off on religious talk, advising those 
about him and indulging in his characteristic 

He watched the con- 
stantly, telling them they must not take down 

1 he said. “Iam just making 
fun, you know, and keeping things moving. 
If I felt the least bit worried I would tell you.” 

Sheriff Vancil brought him a black silk hat 
and then he concluded to have his hair cut. 
He tipped his hat jauntily and said: Ah there, 
my size, I want to make everybody feel 
merry, If I can run up the flag you fellows 
ought to be able to doit. If I am to hang in 
two hours and feel all right you 
ought to be able to stand it.“ He 
had his hair cut and was shaved, and then 
joked the barber about who was going to pay 
the bill. At 10 o’clock he said: 
go into my cell now. y 
you want me. If anybody wants to talk to 
me they better talk now, for I will not 
talk when I come out. I want to talk to God.“ 
Those were the last words he said. 

He came out of his cell about 10:40 and 
sat in the jailer’s room smoking and waiting, 
but he spoke to no one. Just . before

“Conversations on Some of the Old Poets,” 
by James Russell Lowell. 

These Conversations on the Old Poets 
were published early in 1845, and appeared 
again iu a revised edition the following year. 
They were republished in London, but have 
been out of print for a long time. In his 
Lectures on the Old English Dramatists” 
Mr. Lowell speaks of the Conversations 
as now a rare book, and adds that he has 
not seen it for many years. He refers to the 
book in rather —— terms, but his 
recollection of it was avowedly indistinct. No 
doubt it suffers by es geo with the riper 
works of his prime. young author in- 
dulges his fancy overmuch and his style is 
overloaded with imagery. His digressions 
are sometimes preachy,“ and th in 
t ht and expression he follows the fashion 
of a bygone age. But the prince of American 
poets and critics no cause to be 
ashamed of his youthful work. As the 
London Spectator says: It is full of a young 
man’s genercus enthusiasm for everything 
that is beautiful in poetic ht.

The central personage of Mr. Fuller’s novel 
is a strange and forbidding figure. The son 
of a German or Hungarian barber anda New 
England factory girl, Francis Baretta has 
had a long struggle with adverse conditions. 
As long as he can remember his life has been 
uncertain and migratory. When he was 5 
years old his mother died. His father, a 
man of intemperate habits and roving disposi- 
tion, neglected his rental duties. But 
some faculty within him, derived from one 
knows not what remote ancestor, made him 
independent toa striking degree of his en- 
vironment. His days at school were few and 
i ular, but he learned to read and to write, 
and he accumulated facts and drew infer- 
ences from them almogt without learning. 
Thus he early discovered that be 
was to all intents and purposes a 
waif and stray * ge: the turbid current 
of the wofld, that whether he sank 
or swam depended entirely upon himself.“ 
When he was 12 he ran away to Boston, 
where he obtained employment ina clothing 
store. Under the influence of Henry Ditton, 
an agitator who had formerly been a Meth- 
odist preacher, the young fellow afterwards 
joined the Socialists, among whom he speedily 
became a leader. Yet, although his usefulness 
to the cause was generally recognized, his 
egotism and his readiness to take offense ren- 
dered him unpopular even with the members 
of his own organization. 

Baretta’s socialism, however, is only skin- 
deep. He makes the acquaintance of Philip 
Yates,a young man of good social position, 
and begins to frequent afternoon teas, where 
he plays the lion's rote with some success, in 
spite of his ignorance and ill-manners, Driven 
from the Socialist camp as a traitor, he as- 
sumes the title of Baron Smolzow and pro- 
duces evidence in support of his pretensions. 
This evidence is furnished by the elder Baretta, 
who conceals his identity and sses for 
the Baron’s secretary. fashionable so- 
ciety of Boston accepts Baretta’s claims with- 
out investigation this cad and eur, as 
Yates very properly calls him, is entertained 
in the best houses. But cur as he is, Bar- 
etta has a grain of chivalry in him, and he will 
not promise to give up Maud Dolan: for Mil- 
ised 5 — who he fancies has encour- 
aged him. Betrayed and exposed by his fath- 
er, he turns on Philip Yates, whom he falsely 
suspects of plotting his ruin. in the end the 
poor lunatic, for such he has become, kills 
himself with a pistol, after having sought in 
vain to slay his real or fancied enemies. 

The story is a powerful but not a pleasant 
one. The gradual development of retta’s 
madness is well indicated, and the chapter en- 
titled ‘‘ There Are Blind Ways Provided is 
admirably done. The Socialist types are 
portrayed with some skill, but with very little 
sympathy; Mildred Lawrence is shadowy, but 
with Maud Dolan the author has been re- 
markably successful. This loyal, impulsive, 
tactless, untutored girl with her falsely ro- 
mantic standards and swift intuitions is a 
character worthy of Howells. The mention 
of Howells reminds us that Mr. Fuller has 
had the bad taste to introduce living writers 
on the stage of his novel. The thin disguise 
he employs is clearly intended to reveal the 
identity of the person satirized. A name like 
Hamilton Wreath,” for instance, is easily 
translated. So gross a fault of taste was 
hardly to be expected in a writer of Mr. Ful- 
ler’s cleverness. Mr. Fuller has studied his 
art in a good school, but we think he has not

From the presses of one of the largest pub- 
lishing houses of Stockholm will soon appear 
a history of the Swedish army by his Royal 
Highness. He has not had the courage, how- 
ever, to give his name to the book, prefer- 
ring to sign himself C.“ But the secret 
was not well kept. Persons who have had 
a chance to read the work, either in manu- 
script or proof, praise it unstintedly. The 
young man is said to be the master of a terse, 
clear literary style, and to treat his subject 
as a master. 

To those familiar with the history of the 
royal house of Sweden—the descendants of 
Marshal Bernadotte—these facts will not be 
surprising. Prince Charles’ father, King Os- 
car, is not only the tallest and most ideal- 
looking ruler in Europe—not excepting the 
gigantic Emperor of Russia—but a poet, a 
dramatist, a scientist, anda composer. His 
poems have been published in several vol- 
umes, his dramas have been presented to the 
public in Sweden and—in translation—in Ger- 
many, and his scientific works have earned 
for him the honorary degree of doctor from 
the University of Upsala. 

Men of Independence and Spirit. 


Prince Charles’ brothers are also men of 
independence and spirit. His older brother, 
the second son of the King. Prince 9 — 
married Fraeulein van Munck, a lady. in- 
wuiting to his mother, in spite of the — 45 
tion of his parents and the sacrifices which he 
was obliged to make. When the love affair 
was discovered the Prince was sent on a jour- 
ney around the world and to the various courts 
of Europe, in the hope that he would forget 
his attachnent and find a Princess of the blood 
to suit his taste. But before his departure he 
swore allegiance to the yound woman who had 
won his heart, and: promised to make her his 
wife in case she remained true. He returned 
three years later to keep his word. He was 
married in England, whither the young wom- 
an had been sent, after renouncing all right 
of succession to thecrown. The King ware 
the young pair.the title of Prince and Prin- 
cess Bernadotte. The Prince remained in 
the navy, which he had early joined, advanc- 
ing in rank by the force of his merit alone. 
Six months ago a reconciliation between 
father and soh took place, and the Prince 
and Princess Bernadotte were summoned to 
Stockholm, where they now live. 

Another brother, Prince Eugene, studied 
painting in Paris, and was so clever with the 
brush that several of his pictures were er- 
hibited in the Salon. He has decided to fol- 
low the career of an artist, and is now living 
in Italy. The Crown Prince, the oldest son 
of the King. is married toa Princess of Baden, 
a cousin of the Emperor of Germany. Unfort- 
unately she is a sufferer from weak lungs and 
is obliged to pass almost all of her time away 
from the Swedish Capital, 


Most Popular of the Family. 


But the most popular member of the royal 
family has always been Prince Charles, the 
author of the book on military affairs. He is 
now about 31 yearsold. He has often been 
called the handsomest young Prince in Eu- 
rope, and many have been the Princesses who 
have been willing to share his lot in life. A 
few years ago a member of a well-known 
Swedish family in conversation with the 
writer said that there was not a girl in all the 
kingdom who did not have Prince Carl’s ” 
photograph among the decorations of her 
room. e is a man of splendid presence, 
almost six feet three inches tall. is head 
and features are Roman and heroic, and his 
melanchol eyes are of a marvellous 
beauty. In his white cavalry uniform 
and golden helmet it is indeed difficult to 
— a more perfect specimen of manly 

race and beauty. He has.been devoted to 
fhe army, and is as popular among his com- 
rades as any officer in the service. Every one 
of them will rejoice in his success in a new 
field, and none will envy him his coming 
laurels. 

The end of the sensational suit of the Baron- 
ess von Beust to recover possession of the 
Castle Gluecksburg has brought joy to the 
royal house of Deninark and a regal dwelling- 

lace to the brother-in-law of an Emperor. 

e famous golden toilet service presented by 
the Danish people to Queen Sophie Frederika 
of Denmark in 1791, in consequence of the 
judge’s decision, is again in possession of the 
Copenhagen court and will doubtless remain 
among the coveted treasures of the family. 

Story of an Unhappy Marriage. 

The last rightful possessor of Castle Gluecks- 
burg, the birthplace of scores of Princes and 
Kings, was the Duchess Wilhelmine, who died 
two years ago. She was the daughter of King 


Ferdinand VI. and became in 1828 the wife 


of her cousin, later Ferdinand VII. of Den- 
mark. The marriage was an unhappy one 
and a divorce followed. In 1889 the 
Princess, who never shared the throne with 
her first husband, gave her hand to Duke 
Charles of Schleswig-Holstein-Gluecksburg, 
brother of the ae Danish King. No 
children blessed the union and the ducal pair 
adopted years ago the young Baroness von 
Beust, the daughter of an oid noble 
German family, and educated her as 
a Princess of the blood. When she 
row to womanhood, however, she incurred 
the displeasure of her parents by falling in 
love with Lieut. von Raven, a dashing young 
officer of the Guards. Despite the opposition 
of the Duke and Duchess the Baroness mar- 
ried the officer. She received a large sum of 
money asa marriage settlement, but was 
obliged by the Duke to sign a paper renounc- 
ing her right to succeed to his property. 
When the Duchess died two 22 ago, how. 
ever, the Baroness immediately began a suit 
to recover her share of the ducal property, 
and especially the Castle of Giuecksburg, 
where she had been brought up, and the cele- 
brated golden foilet service. 

The defendants in the suit were Duke Fred- 
erick Ferdinand, nephew of the late Duke 
and brother-in-law of the German Emperor 
and King of Denmark. The Court of Fieus- 
burg, where the case was tried, decided that 
the Baroness, because of her renunciation, 
had no standing in court and awarded the 
castle to the Duke and golden service and 
other family jewels to the ruler of Denmark. 
A few days ago the Duke took up his resi- 
dence in the old schloss, and a represent- 
ative of the King, Baron von Lovensjold, 
carried the service back to Copenhagen. 

The golden service had rested in the court 
bank of Fleusburg since the death of. the 
Duchess in 1891. It was insured for more 
than 200,000 marks. As mentioned already, 
the ten pieces of solid gold were presented to 
— ophie Frederika when she married 

ing Frederick VI. of Denmark in 1791, by 
the Danish people. In 1813, during the finan- 
cial crisis in the kingdom, numbers of Danish 
women gave up their gold treasure for the 
purpose of — money.

But, nothing daunted 
by the lack of the money, he set about 
secuting work, and finally s ed in get- 
ting employment as a colorer of maps, an oc 
cupation that could be pursued without inter- 
fering with his lectures and studies. He subse- 
quently left this university before he had re- 
ceived his degree, and took up his studies 
* at the Petrovsk Agricultural College at 

oscow, 

It was during his residence here as a student 
in 1875 that he was first banished, thecharge 
being complicity in circulating a petition that 
was obnoxious to certain government officials. 
In 1880 he was em banished to Siberia, 
and for articles which appeared in the Oteche- 
stvenniye Zapiski,a periodical with which 
he had been associated immediately on the 
2 of his first stories in 1879. Koro- 
enko’s offense in this case was not so much 
definite defiance of the ideas entertained by 
the government as a general attitude of sup- 
posed hostility evidenced as well by the at- 
mosphere of his books as by the known spirit 
of his colleagues on the paper. And most 
prominent among these was the satirist Salti- 
koff, who owned the publication and had been 
quick to recognize and encourage the genius 
of Kurolenko immediately on the publication 
in 1879 of Makar's Dream.“ This was the 
terrorist period, and by imperial order the 
entire plant of the magazine was closed and 
the editors, publishers, and contributors or- 
dered into exile. 

It was during this time that Korolenko met 
in his banishment the clever woman physician 
whom he afterward made his wife. She is a 
woman of clear ideas ge principles, and 
strong beliefs, and her influence upon him 
has been not inconsiderable. He secured his 
pardon again before thefyear was over, and 
in 1881 he steadfastly refused to pledge his 
allegiance to the Czar, and for this act of 
open rebellion he again went into exile, where 
he remained until 1885, when the pardon 
came, and in the same year the charmi 
„Sketches of a Siberian Tourist appea 
and lenta new luster to his already well es- 
tablished reputation. 

His next journalistic connection was with 
Mysi at Niji-Novgorod, which he subsequent- 
ly left to becomea contributor to Russian 
Riches, a magazine in which he published his 
striking and pathetic articles on the great 
Russian famine. The material for these 
stories was secured by actual life in the 
sticken provinces, andthe motive that sent 
their author thither was humane and not 
artistic. Korolenko, like Toistoi, threw him- 
self into the work of relieving the distress of 
his-countrymen, and was unremitting in his 
labors day and night. 

Korolenko’s longest story and his master- 
piece is unquestionably *‘The Blind Mu- 
sician,”’ a splendid piece of fiction in which 
the life, joys, and sufferings of the central 
figure are told with a stfong mastery of touch 
and deep sympathy that is as true as it is rare.

Wheat was dull and heavy from the start, and

Object Lesson in Currency=—Bills of Broken 
Banks Convey a Timely Warning. 

Philadelphia Press: An object lesson of the 
danger that is contained in the plank of the 
Democratic platform favoring the abrogation 
of the 10 per cent tax on the issue of State 
banks and thus threatening the country with 
another deluge of wildcat money has been 
prepared by W. H. & G. W. Allen, who have 
been in business in this city for more than 
fifty years. They have picked out a mass of 
genuine but worthless old State bank notes, 
for which in times past they gave good value, 
a large er 8 nks in various 
States, and to these they have added souvenirs 
of the counterfeits which were formerly 80 
plentiful, and a few doctored notes.

Com- 
plete counterfeit notes were so numerous that 
the old Peterson’s Detector, from which 
Gov. McKinley quoted on the occasion of his 
recent speech at the Academy of Music, that 
was first published monthly, was afterward,

Allen in the object lesson y them 
number forty-one. They have 1 ‘affixed 
to strips of cardboard, so that he who runs

MAKE ILLINOIS DAY A SUCCESS. 

The State Commissioners have set apart 
Aug. 24 as Illinois day at the World’s Fair. 
The only element in the community that has 
no local pride in the State celebration is the 
railroad. Ata meeting of the Western Pas- 
senger Association, held Thursday, that com- 
bination of obstructionists refused to make 
an Illinois day rate. Of the twenty rounds in 
the association there were only six which 
favored the half rate, with a maximum of $6, 
originally proposed by the Alton, and favored 
by the Rock Island and Santa Fé. Only six 
roads had the courage to vote for the reduc- 
tion and the proposition was lost. This shows 
that it is of no use for the people or the Fair 
officials to look to the railroads for any help 
in swelling attendance and making the Fair 
completely successful from a fipancial point 
of view. The railroads have no patriotic or 
local sentiment of their own and no regard 
for public opinion. 

It now remains for the people to make IIIi- 
nois day a success in spite of the efforts of 
the railroads to prevent it. The program of 
entertainments for the day is remarkably at- 
tractive. What with parades, music, recep- 
tions, Midway Plaisance pageantry, illumina- 
tions, and fireworks, the day will be crammed 
with entertainments of a peculiarly popular 
character. The day also will occur at a time 
when the farmers are through harvesting and 
will have some leisure on their hands. It will 
be an exceptional time ta come and see the 
Fair, as the anticipated September rush will 
not have begun. The weather will be all that 
can be desired. The Fair grounds will be at 
their best so far as turf, verdure, and flowers 
are concerned. A little later the melancholy 
days“ will have come and the outdoor glories 
will have felt the touch ‘of autumn. Let us 
have an outpouring from all over the State so 


ble days of the Fair so far as attendance is 
concerned, In securing this result Chicago 
must do its share, notwithstanding it has a 
day of its own in October on the anniversary 
of the fire. Itcan celebrate two days with- 
_out difficulty, and while it proposes to make 
Oct. 9 the record-breaker in admissions it 
also can do its part to make Illinois day stand 
second. Now that the railroads have refused 
to help it remains for the State Commission- 
ers to work all the harder and for the people 
to respond generously to their invitations. 


DEMOCRATS WHO REPUDIATE THEIR 
PARTY CREED. 

In view of the disagreeing statements in 
Congress and eleewhere as to what the finan- 
cial plank of the Democratic platform means 
it is worth while to state once more what that 
plank actually declares which was adopted 
unanimously by the National Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago in 1892. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

1. We denounce the Republican legislation, 
known as the Sherman act of 1890, as a coward- 
ly makeshift, fraught with possibilities of dan- 
ger in the future, which should make all of its 
supporters, as well as its author, anxious for its 


speedy repeal. 
2. We hold to the use of both gold and silver 


as the standard money of the country. 
3. And tothe coinage of both gold and silver 
without discrimination against either metal or 


charge for mintage. 

4. Butthe dollar unit of coinage of both 
metals must be of equal intrinsic and exchange- 
able value or be adjusted by international agree- 
mentor by such safeguards of legislation as 
shall insure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every doliar at 
all times in the market and in the payment of 


debts. 

5. And we demand that all paper currency 
shall be kept at par with and redeemable in such 
coin [gold or its equivalent]. 

6. Weinsist upon such policy as especially 
necessary for the protection of the farmers and 
laboring classes, the first and most defenseless 
victims of uustable money and a fluctuating 
currency. . 

The plank does not demand the “ condi- 


tional repeal of the Sherman law. It de- 
mands its repeal. It asserts that there is no 
good in it, that it cumbereth the ground and 
should be swept away first and foremost, be- 
fore anything else is done. Then where do 
Bland and his Democratic associates in House 
or Senate find their warrant for demanding 
that that law shall not be repealed except on 
conditions of substituing the single silver 
standard with free coinage of 371-grain dol- 
lars worth intrinsically less than 60 cents? 
Why do they insist that a law which their 
party denounced so savagely a year ago, 
as “fraught with possibilities of danger in 
the future ’’—possibilities which are alarm- 
ihgly near now and which convulse the coun- 
try—shall not be repealed unless a worse 
thing takes its place?

Democratic platform says that either

Instead of 
doing so they attempt to read the President, 
his Cabinet, and the majority of the Demo- 
crats of the United States out of the Demo- 
cratic party because they will not accepta 
false and fraudulent free silverite perversion 
oftheir platform. Bland, Bryan & Co. are 
manifestly false Democrats. They are traitors 
to that party. 


SOCIALISTIC ONSLAUGHT UPON CAPITAL. 

It is a remarkable feature of nearly every 
meeting of foreign workmen that the instant 
they begin to discuss labor conditions the 
socialistic if not the anarchistic tone asserts 
itself, and the action of the meeting resolves 
itself into a furious onslaught upon capital 
and the employers cf it. The meeting of the so- 
called unemployed on the Lake-Front Tuesday 
afternoon was no exception to the rule, 


Thomas J. Kidd of the Woodworkers’ Inter- 


national Union charged all the present troubles 
to the capitalists in Congress and declared 
there would be no relief until the masses 
and not the classes were represented there. 
He further repeated the silly and grossly ex- 
aggerated story that Mrs. Vanderbilt gave 
$150,000 for a diamond collar for her poodle 
dog while 10,000 children were starving in 
New Tork,“ but he had nothing to say of the 
millions of dollars his followers had squan- 
dered upon whisky. 

Naturally he expressed his admiration of 
Altgeld and the Anarchists. Steiner, editor 
of the Arbeiter Zeitung, said: Neither 
Congress nor any other legislative body has 
power to supply all with work, be- 
cause these bodies do not control 
the means of production. That power 
belongs to the capitalistic class. Cap- 
italists control production for themselves. 
As soon as the market is crowded they stop 
production. It is not overproduction but un- 
derconsumption we suffer from.“ 

The low wages of workers prevent them from 
using the products. The only remedy is for the 
workers to take hold of the means of production 
or means of existence, 

Taking hold of the means of production“ 
in socialistic language means to seize and 
confiscate the manufactories and farms and 
run them for the benefit of the disciples of 
Carl Marx’ssystem, and “ taking hold of the 
means of subsistence’’ means to seize the 
banks, breweries, meat and baker shops, 
stores, and coal-yards. That is in accordance 
with the socialistic idea. 

J. Rybakowski, a Polish Free Thinker, 
charged all the hard times upon the church 
and the capitalistic employers of labor. 
He seemed to think that capitalists lay 
down and went into bankruptcy and dis- 
charged their hands at the behest of the 
church, in order to harm the wageworkers. 
Possibly some of his foreign hearers were 
silly and stupid enough to swallow such rot. 

P. J. Grimes of the Hardwood Finishers’ 
Union wound up his absurd harangue with the 
remark Our people sit on a volcano. Let 
them beware of its explosion.”’ 

Does he mean that anarchism intends taking 
advantage of the monetary stringency to “ ex- 
plode dynamite bombs? 

Another red, Max Staller of the Jewish 
Cigarmakers’ Union, spoke at considerable 
length in Gérmat, He blamed capitalism 
for freezing out labor from its legitimate em- 
ployment,“ and said: 

It does no good to pray to God at present; he 


will not help you; he helps only those who help 
themselves. Let the city and State lend us aid. 


The city and State have no money to lend 
to anybody. Their revenues are derived from 
taxation, and the Legislature and Council have 
appropriated every dollar of those taxes. Did 
not this red know enough to know that? 
What he meant by capitalism freezing out 
labor from its legitimate employment this 
“red” did not explain; nor did he explain 
why “capitalism” should want to freeze out 
anybody whom it could employ at a profit. 
The purpose in life of the employer is to 
increase his business, which can only be done 
by finding a larger market for his products 
that requires giving work to a greater number 
of men, What an absurd falsehood then is 
the assertion that capitalists desired to 
freeze workmen out of their legitimate em- 
ployment! Lying charlatanism and bigoted 
ignorance are the banes of this world. Grimes 
proposed this resolution as a remedy for lack 
of work and wages, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That the unemployed of the City of 
Chicago, in mass-meeting assembled, demand the 
removal of the Haymarket police monument, as 
they consider it a relie of one of the worst judi- 
cial murders that ever disgraced the history of 
civilization. 


This was the general tenor of the discussion 
at the Lake-Front meeting. It was not a 
meeting of American workingmen or of for- 
eign workingmen with American ideas, 
but of persons willing to listen to 
the wild and impracticable utterances of 
socialistic and anarchistic demagogues who 
were trying to introduce foreign and destroy 
American ideas. They were in favor of abol- 
ishing employers of labor, personal liberty, 
rights of property, and individual independ- 
ence and substituting therefor the Carl Marx 
penitentiary system of labor and subsistence 
by which, under control of a governing clique 
called the State, would be parceled out to 
each citizen his task and his rations and 
cot. This is the socialistic alternative for 
modern civilization and personal liberty. 

It never seemed to occur to these agitators 
that all the present hard times are due to the 
fact that the capitaiists are the ones who are 
down; that they are unable to furnish em- 
ploymentto all the millions of foreigners who 
have poured into this country in recent years. 
What is needed now is to give the capitalists a 
chance to reopen their works and factories 
again so that they can give employment and 
good wages to labor. That is the reason why 
men are out of work and money. The very 
men whom these Anarchist leaders are de- 
nouneing in their lodge rooms and outdoor 
meetings are the ones who for the last fifteen 
years not only have furnished full employ- 
mentat big wages to the working classes of 
the United States, but to the enormous over. 
sei 9 every year, at twice to 
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Now, when the capitalists have broken 
down by the financial panic, these men, who 
have made their living out of the abused 
American capitalists, get get together and de. 
nounce them as the cause of all their woes 
and announce as their solution of the problem 
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It will be a good while, however, before the 
Carl Marx system of stifling personal liberty 
and individual property will be 
introduced in this country as a substitute 
for American ideas of the relations of capital, 


property, and liberty. 2 


A LIE ABOUT INDIAN SILVER A COINAGE. 

A dispatch from Washington says that dur- 
ing the discussion of the silver question in the 
Senate Finance committee special stress 
was laid upon the fact that England was (is) 
now coining the Indian rupee at the ratio of 
24 to 1, and maintajning the parity of gold 
and silver at that proportion.” It was as- 
serted that England is today buying silver and 
coining it at that ratio and maintaining its 
parity, and that if she could do it the United 
States could do likewise.” 

It is unfortunate for the credit of the man 
who made.such a statement that at the very 
time he was uttering it the news came that 
the India Council had confessed its inability 
to maintain the named parity, and that a 
quantity of rupees equal in value to a million 
of our silver dollars bad been spld at a big 
discount from the 24 to 1 ratio fixed on less 
than two months ago. The ratio named was 
not far from the commercial one at the time 
the order was issued to rate the rupee as 
worth sixteen English pennies, but the subse- 
quent break in the silver market rendered it 
impossible to sustain that as the market price 
forthe rupee, and the remark made by the 
man in Washington should be changed to 
read: It England cannot maintain the parity 
at 24 to 1 the United States could not be ex- 
pected to maintain it at that or any other 
false ratio.“ 

But what authority has the Senator (?) for 
his assertion that England is now, or has been, 
coining rupees at the ratio of 24 to 17 None 
at all. It has not been reported that any such 
thing was contemplated, and if i- had the 
work of preparing dies for the new ratio 
would normally occupy more time than has 
elapsed since that now discarded ratio was 
adopted. No such rupees have been struck 
off, and nobody is now buying them at two 
English shillings or 483¢ cents in gold (a 
rupee is about 48 cents nominally). Nor is 
anybody now buying the old rupees at 
sixteen pence each of gold, unless it be in the 
interior districts, where the news of the recent 
decline has not yet reached the ignorant in- 
habitants, who in that case are being de- 
frauded much as the farmers of the West 
would be cheated during the change from full 
worth to half worth dollars, should such a 
change be forced on them by the silver mono- 
metallists. Only our farmers would then 
suffer more than the poor Hindoos,”’ be- 
cause the 24 to 1 ratio makes the rupee worth 
about 90 per cent of its recent exchange 


value, whereas the American dollar on the 16 


to l ratio would decline over 40 per cent. 
The British Government has deliberately 
abandoned the attempt to make the ratio of 
24 to 1 at par with gold, It was tried and 
found wanting. Equally would it be im- 
possible to maintain a parity at 24 to 1 in 
this country, when the commercial ratio is 
27% tol. And exceedingly foolish would it 
be to think with Senator Vest that 20 to 1 
could be enforced and maintained upon the 
people of the United States and all the rest of 
the world. 


THE UNANIMOUS NORTH SIDE, 

Congressman Geoldgier of the North Side 
made a plain, clear speech day before yester- 
day in favor of the unconditional repeal of the 
silver-purchase clauses of the Sherman law. 
He pointed out what the law had done—how 
it had shaken not merely the confidence of 
depositors in savings and other banks but 
the credit system of the country. If it re- 
mained unrepealed even greater damage would 
be done. He indicated one way in which 
Chicago and Chicago workingmen would be 
affected, The building associations, organized 
chiefly by them, had loaned out about $75.. 
000,000, half of which investment would dis. 
appear in the event of a drop to a free silver 
standard of a 371-grain dollar. 

On the money question Congressman Gold- 
zier represents not merely those who voted 
for him, but practically his entire constitu- 
ency. He ran onan honest money platform 
and got 34,454 votes. His competitor, Mr. 
Vocke, also a German by birth, who stood on 
the honest money Republican platform, got 
29,851 votes. The Prohibitionist received 
1,259 and the candidate of the Populist or 
fiatist cranks only 422. Out of a total voting 
constituency of 65,986 not more than a thou- 
sand are in favor of lightweight, reduced pur- 
chasing power dollers. 

More than half of the voters in the district 
are Germans by birth or by descent and they 
are all for sound money. So are most of the 
Americans, who fringe the eastern border of 
the district. Sotoo are the Scandinavians, 
of whom the district contains quite a large 
number. Here within a limited area are 65,- 
000 adult males who voted unanimously last 
November for honest money. All of them 
want a dollar’s worth of silver in their silver 
dollars if there is to be free coinage, 

Gen. Black, who, though a ** Congressman- 
at-large, really represents a Chicago district, 
must be familiar with the prevailing senti- 
ment of the North Side, Across the Rhine,“ 
not only because he must have glanced at the 
election returns, but because his home is in 
that division, If he expects to be returned to 
Congress in 1894 it must be by the votes of 
North Side Germans. And yet he is put down 
in the reports as doubtful.“ Does he think 
the North Side Germans will show him any 
political mercy if he goes back on them and 
votes for short silver dollars or straddles the 
fence till the last moment? His place is by 
the side of Goldzier. He should imitate the out- 
spoken, uncompromising course of his wiser 
Teutonic colleague, Political preferment in 
Illinois cantiot be bought with silver mono- 
metallism on the bagis of 58 cent dollars. 


A VALUABLE AMENDMENT STRUCK OUT. 
A correspondent asks whether the Windom 


plan of utilizing silver was not before Con- 
gress in 1890. It was. The bill prepared by 
Mr. Windom, then Secretary of the Treasury, 
and submitted to the House, provided for the 
redemption of the notes paid out for silver 
bullion in an amount of that bullion equal in 
value at the market price of silver on the date 
of presentation of the certificate to the number 
of dollars stated therein. If the holder desired 
he could be paid silver dollars, and if the gov- 
ernment so chose it could redeem in gold or 
he could get silver bullion equal in commer- 
cial value to a gold dollar. 

As a substitute for the Windom bill one was 
adopted by the House much meu 
law, but containing this:

VOTE ON THE PENDING SILVER BILL. 

A week from Monday the vote will be taken 
in the House on the bill presented by Mr. 
Wilson of West Virginia providing for the re- 


peal of the silver-purchase clauses of the Sher- 


man law and declaring that the legal-tender 
quality of the standard silver dollars hereto- 
fore coined shall remain unaltered, and that— 

The faith and credit of the United States are 
pledged to maintain the 
gold and silver coins of 
present legal ratio or such other ratio as may be 
established by law. 

The debate on the bill will close 
next Th y. The following three days will 
be given up to the consideration of the bill 
and certain specified amendments, They are 
as follows in the order in which they are to be 
voted on: Free coinage at the present ratio 
of 16 to 1; at that of 17 to 1; of 18 to 1; of 
19 to 1; of 20 to 1, and finally the revivmg 
of the Bland-Allison act of 1878 if ratios are 
defeated. These being disposed of no other 
amendments can be considered, and when 
they have been voted down the question will 
be on the engrossment and final passage of 
the repeal bill, 

It will be seen that by this program, which 
was made by Messrs. Wilson and Bland, repre- 
senting the anti-free and the free silver, 371- 
grain dollar Democrats, and in the making of 
and acting on which the Republicans were not 
allowed to have anything to do, various propo- 
sitions which have met with public favor can- 
not be submitted and voted on. The Windem 
plan, which ought to satisfy those who want 
more silver used on a bimetallic basis, be- 
cause under it an unlimited quantity of silver 
can be used at parity with gold with safety, 
cannot be voted on under the agreement. 
Ratios from 16 up to20 may be voted on, 
which only provides at best for a 73-cent dol- 
lar; but uo vote is allowed on the only ratio 
which is worth considering—the commercial 
one; the one that makes a silver dollar of 
equal purchasing power to a gold dollar. 

It was because the field of amendment was 
so limited and provision was made for voting 
only on those which suited the free silverites 
that the Republicans voted against the pas- 
sage of the order prepared by Mr. Bland and 
accepted by the Democratic anti-371 grain 
dollar silver men. Most of the Republicans 
were willing to vote at once for the repeal of 
the issue clauses, of the Sherman law, but 
when it was determined that some amend- 
ments were to be considered the Republican 
bimetallists, like Mr. Cannon of Illinois, 
took the ground most properly that amend- 
ments like the Windom plan ought to be dis- 
cussed and voted on as well as the free-coin- 
age amendments of Bland and the cheap silver 
dollar Democrats, who are striving to change 
the money unit of this county to a debased 
silver standard, 

When the bill reaches the Senate, however, 
there will be an opportunity to consider the 
Windom and other plans, andif that body 
favors any of them itcan amend the House 
bill. Then the Representatives of the House 
will have a chance to give it their sanction, or 
at all events to discuss it. 


A FLORIDA HONEST MONEY DEMOCRAT. 

It is gratifying to see a Congressman from 
Florida, the birthplace of the Ocala fiat fool 
platform, come out for sound money and 
100-cent dollars. Representative Cooper 
sees that short silver dollars would add noth- 
ing to the price paid for Florida cotton or 
fruits. Hesaidin his speech yesterday with 
truth that there would be a diminution in the 
stream of Northern tourists to Florida. The 
confiscation of credits following the drop to 
the single silver standard would hit the tourist 
class severely. They would stay at home, 
having no money to spend at summer or 
winter pleasure resorts. Foreseeing injury to 
all the interests of his State in the event of the 
replacement of the gold by the silver standard, 
Mr. Cooper is for the unconditional repeal 
of the silver purchase clauses of the Sherman 
law. Heshows his common sense and it is 
a pity that other members from the cotton 
States are not as clear-sighted as heis. The 
cotton-grower geaerally borrows money a 
year ahead on the security of next year’s 
crop. The bankers carry him and have done 
so for many years. With a fluctuating, 
uncertain currency, which may vary 10 or 
20 per cent in a year, the banker or broker 
will be sure to indemnify himself against any 
loss he might suffer by reason of a further 
depreciation in the currency, and he will in- 
sure himself of course at the expense of the 
planter. 
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Sou short-sighted people at home and 
some Eastern papers are agitating the ques- 


‘tion-of keeping the World’s Fair open another 


year. The public should not be misled by this 
foolish proposition. The Fair will be closed 
Oct. 81, and that will be the end of the 
World’s Fair period. If any persons are 
misled by these agitators into staying away 
from the Fair in 1893 with the expectation 
that they will have a chance to come in 1894 
they will make the mistake of their lives. 
The arguments against a reopening next 
spring are too overwhelming to be overcome. 
It would cost hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to protect the buildings from fire during the 
winter and pay fire premiums, to police the 
Fair, and to repair damages by the storms of 
winter, which inevitably would occur to tem- 
porary buildings put up only for summer use. 
The exhibiters could not be induced to risk 
their exhibits in any event, It would not pay 
from any point of view, and therefore there is 
not the slightest possibility that the Fair will 
be open another year. Those who wish to see 
the beautiful White City must do so before 
Nov. 1 or it will be forever too late. After 
that date it will disappear like a dream. 


Tun Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis has 
sent a telegram to Senator Cockrell asking 
him to withdraw his opposition to permitting 
the national banks to issue notes up to the 
tace value of the bonds deposited by them for 
redemption. The directors of the exchangé 
say the people of their city, and they think the 
people of the State at large, are almost unan- 
imously in favor of the proposition that the 
government permit national banks to issue 
currency to the full amount of the bonds de- 
posited. They say that this measure would 
give to the country immediately about 20 
millions in currency, thereby greatly reliev- 
ing the present depression and inducing a re- 
turn of confidence and energy on the part of 
the people. For this reason the Senator is 
asked to withdraw his opposition and aid in 
securing an early adoption of the measure. 
As it would not be wise on his part to act 
against the expressed wishes of the people of 
his State, it is fair to presume Senator Cock- 
rell will change sides on the question and 
cease to advocate the foolish proposition that 
the government shall cease to pay interest on 
that part of its indebtedness which is used as

Cost of the Chicago Trip, Once More. 

New York, Aug. 14.—[{Editor New York Even- 
ing Post. II read with interest your edi- 
torial of Saturday regarding the cost of a visit 
to the World’s Fair, and I beg to confirm your 
figures throughout. Having just returned from 
a stay of nine weeks in Chicago, during which 1 
entered the Fair grounds some sixty times, I am 
in a position to speak from experience, and while 
your calculations of $76 for the round trip and a 
six days’ stay are computed on an economical 
basis, you correctly state that the figures may be 
further reduced. While I did not travel by the 
routes named, their rates are open to all, and the 
charges for board and lodging in the immediate 
vicinity of the grounds age exceedingly mod- 
erate. The preparations for visitors were on so 
lavish a scale that wholesale bankruptcy, owing 
to light attendance, is becoming the order of the 
day, and opportunities for an inexpensive stay 
are endless. 

The action of the railway companies in refus- 
ing to reduce rates, the tales of extortion which, 
though not groundless, were much exaggerated, 
the utterly baseless charges of mismanagement 
and the financial situation have all combined to 
curtail the attendance of Jackson Park; but all 
misapprehension as to the second and third 
points should be dissipated, and no one who has 
at or her disposal the modest sum you name 
should fail to visit the Fair. 

New York, as the metropolis and as (with apol- 
ogies to the good Chicagoan) the finest of Amer- 
ican cities, wished the Fair held here, but no one 
who has seen the noble site upon the lake can 
doubt the wisdom of the choice, and the con- 
temptible attitude of a large part of the Eastern 
press should not be allowed to rob one would-be 
visitor of the marvels which await him. From 
an artistic or intellectual, from a material or 
mechanical standpoint, the opportunity of a life- 
time tenders itself and should accepted. As 
a man, though but an atomin the vast tide of 
civilization, he should stand amazed before its 
wonders; as an American he owes it to his citi- 
zenship to pay tribute to that indomitable energy, 
that blending of the esthetic and the utilitarian, 
to which the Exposition owes its creation.

The terrible distress now prevailing in Colo- 
rado recalls a paragraph in the paper read at 
Colorado Springs the 8th of December, 1891, by 
Louis R. Ehrich, a citizen of that place, which 
was afterwards published in a pamphlet and sub- 
sequently in book form as one of Putnam's 
Questions of the Day "—viz. : 

“ The whole country is suffering from this un- 
ceasing silver agitation. With the late Euro- 
pean experience that the safest investments are 
American securities—with our most bountiful 
harvest ata period when demand is producing 
high prices—the United States ought to be in a 
period of most unusual prosperity. But it is not. 
Why? Because of this silver agitation [to change 
the money standard of the United States to 871 
grains of silver worth but 58 cents). Even the 
silyer extremists admit this. Senator Vest of 
Missouri said in the Senate last January: 
‘Nothing is so timid as capi and to- 
day this short silver-dollar question is throw- 
ing its pall over all the industries and 
interests of the people of the United States be- 
cause of the uncertainty which attends it.“ The 
whole country suffers from it, but Colorado most 
especially. Development in this State is tem- 
porarily paralyzed. No money comes here for in- 
vestment. Business is dull. Land attracts no 
purchasers. We are being injured more every 
month than a 38 per cent bounty on Colorado 
silver would benefit usina year. We are drag- 
ging the name of Colorado in the dust. We are 
besmirching the reputation of the State. Colo- 
rado is being branded in the East as the home of 
inflationists and (871-grain dollar] silver luna- 


tics. 

The undisguised truth is that every free silver 
coinage [of 371-grain dollars] man is in reality 
an enemy to the best interests of Colorado. When 
this is clearly understood the business- men.

He asserts that men and women are 
handicapped at their start by heredity, by 
the irritating food and drink and stimulants 
of the men and women before them; and that 
the handicapped in turn constantly over- 
stimulate themselves. Such bodies cannot 
contain sane mines, nor can the minds en- 
dure the grand simplicity of classic models 
in art — literature. The manias of literary 
hunters after style delight them; they find 
comfort in the expression of a thought rather 
than in the substance of thought; their inor- 
dinate egotism provoked by insane intro- 
spection leads them to accept the pessimistic 
ospel of Ibsen: their craze for so-called real- 
sm is only quieted by strong doses of Zola; 
their hysteria isturned into lively pleasure 
when they listen in the musie of Wagner for 
the climax that never comes. 

Such a book as Degeneracy”’ is not, un- 
doubtedly, without exaggeration; but it isa 
wholesome, strong, and bitter tonic. Nor- 
dau’s examination of the claims of Ibsen. 
Zola, and Wagner is a masterly specimen of 
sane analysis; it abounds in irony, wit, and 
commonsense. Furthermore, the book is an en- 
cyclopedia of the strange literary and artistic 
mannerisms of the last fifty years, as well as 
an index to the equally curious literature in- 
spired by the recent discoveries in the science 
of mental alienation. A translation would be 
of positive benefit, although the reading of it 
would hart the feelings of chasers of chimeras 
and followers of fads. 


WANTS CHEAP HOTELS INSPECTED. 


Health Commissioner Urged to Supplement 
His Work in Italian Districts. 

A correspondent of the Commissioner of 
Health wrote him yesterday that it was a 
good idea to inspect the Italian lodging- 
houses, but that there was need also to in- 
spect the hotel and boarding-houses where the 
men pay $4 and $5 a week for board and 
bed. Health Officer O'Connell, who has the 
work of investigatmg the Italian lodging- 
houses, has made another report of Italian 
living clubs and some other lodging-houses. 
He says in effect: 


At the southwest corner of Ewing and Jefferson + 


streets I found an Italian club in session. The 
members number twenty or more. In threesmall 
rooms I found six persons sleep on the floor, 
while others occupied rude cots’. The walls are 
dirty and the place is permeated with bad odors. 
The place is sublet tothe men by A. Magtietta. 
who — a saloon on the opposite corner. At 
No. 837 plaines street I found about twenty 
men sleeping on their fruit carts, surrounded by 
bunches of bananas, pears, large bags of peanuts, 
and an immense stock of merchandise sold on 
street corners. The large room is cut up by a 
staging on which * a number of men who 
dale kruit duri the night. The place is 
flooded with sicken gases. The proprietor, 
G. Lamprenious, was given twenty-four hours 
notice to put the place in sanitary condition. 
Several other cases of a similar kind were 
reported. Chief Tenement Inspector Young 
says he thinks the worst places will be abol- 


ished before fall. 
WATER FOR THREE SMALL TOWNS. 


Temporary Pumping Arrangement to Be 
Made with the Pullman Company. 

Fire Marshal Swenie and City Engineer 
Artingstall went to Pullman yesterday after- 
noon to endeavor to make arrangements with 
the Pullman company by which it will pump 
water into the mains leading to West Pull- 
man, Gano, and Roseland, so as to give the 
people there some kind of service until the 
water pipe extensions to the district, recently 
ordered by the Council, can be made. The 
city is now paying $700 a month for water 
pumped into the towns west of Pullman to be 
used in case of fire. The city furnishes the 
water but the Pullman company furnishes 
the power. There is not now cient pres- 
sure in the pipes for either fire or domestic 
purposes. The two city officials hope to make 
an arrangement by which necessary pressure 
may be given from Pullman pumps until 
the water main extensions are made.

Early in 1861 Ellsworth was in Alexandria 
with his regiment when a hotelkeeper named 
Jackson ran up.a rebel flag on his house, 
Elisworth ordered him to haul it down, but 
he refused. Then the gallant Colonel ran up 
to tear it down with his own hands, and Jack- 
son caug! t up a gun and shot him dead. 
Brownell, who was in the squad below, fin- 
ished off Jackson, and for this was promoted 
to a lieutenancy. President Lincoln mourned 
the loss of the Colonel greatly and had the 
remains removed to the White House, where 
the funeral services were held. 


J.S. Lawrence, who was Chairman of the 
recent Republican State convention of Iowa, 
is stopping at the Grand Pacific Hotel.

While the ladies at Chicago are demon- 
strating that a woman is as good as a man, 
and a little better, too, there are signs of a 
male uprising against the domination and 
rudeness of the sex.
